Tomorrow 
morning the delegates 


of United Mine Workers of America 
will gather in OuBois for their bi- 
annual convention. There will be sev- 
eral hundred delegates present and 
they will represent approximately 
40,000 miners in deal-field and ad- 
joining counties. 
The report of Sec- 


retary-treasurer Gilbert will not be 
given out until the convention meets 
but it is understood that the figures 
he will announce at that time will be 
th« most favorable in the history of 
the organization. 
The membership 


at the present time is said to be the 
largest ever enrolled and the finan- 
cial .statement will prove to be highly 
.satisfactory. 


Convention will be presided over 


by President James Purcell, who is 
well known at conventions, as 
he 


nerved as vice president for several 
years previously to being advanced. 
He has frequently presided over the 
deliberations of the conventions and 
he is most forceful. 
Under his ad- 


ministration 
the 
organization has 


shown great prosperity. A new officer

be Charles 


O'Neil, vice president. 
Mr. O'Neil 


has had experience in the. United 
Mine Workers as he was with former 
,<°residnt Patrick Gilday for several

The most Important matter to be 


considered is the wage scale, but it i.s 
not known just when the miners' 
scale committee and that from 
the 


operators will first meet. 
Probably 


not until the 21st. The convention 
in New York has not yet come to any 
agreement and until that gathering 
either agrees or adjourns no definite 
date for a joint meeting can be ar- 
ranged. The convention, however, will 
go ahead with the appointment of a 
scale committee and the famulating 
of the scale. 


The Mine 
Workers' officials 
are 


very optimistic in regard to reaching 
of an agreement. 
They believe that 


an early agreement will be reached; 
in fact some of them are of the opin- 
ion that everything will be settled be- 
fore the present scale expires April 
1st. 
Kven if this li not accomplished 


it i.s quite certain that there will be 
no suspension in the district. In for- 
mer years, it will be recalled, even 
though the national convention would 
go on record as opposed to suspen- 
sious, it was found quite often that 
when the local district did not reach 
an agreement when the scale expired 
that in a large number of the oper- 
ations work would cease.

particularly true where u laige per- 
centage of the miners were foreign- 
ers.
